Boarded the train early on the 
morning of the 27th, and in a 
few hoars I landed safely at 
Kunkle, Ohio, where Elder D. 
Btttenhouse was patiently await- 
ing my arrival. He took me to 
his house, and after dinner took 
me to the ML Pleasant church 


where there was an appointment 
made tor me said evening. Here 
we soon learned that the church 
was in a ssmewhat confused con- 
dition. The cause was about 
this : Some time ago fellowship 
was withdrawn from two mem- 
bers by the church. They then
